Ottawa.—Fifty million dollars will 


have been spent on improving Can- 


ada’'s highways when the five-year 


period terminates in the fall of 1923, 
according to reports received by A. 
W. Campbell, Dominion Commissioner 
of Highways. Of this total twenty 
millions will have been appropriaied | 
by the Dominion Government and 
the remainder by the different prov- 
inces. Of the federal sum there is | 
yet $800,000 to be taken up by the 
provinces. 

Agreements have already been cn- 
tered into by the province of On- 
tario calling for an expenditure of 
$12,500,000 by the énd of 1923, of 
which sum five million is the federal 
share. 

The New Brunswick Government 
have now all of their appropriation 
of three million under agreement, | 
the Dominion Government contri- 
buting $1,200,000. A total of 1,595 
miles of highways is on the pro-| 
gramme for improvement. Alberta, | 
the last province to take part in the 
national highways scheme, has just 
filed for ,approval plans for roads 
improvement under the Canada 
Highways Act. All the provinces 


regulations provided by the act, and} 
the work throughout these provinces 
is now being carried out in accord- 
ance with the uniform standard 
specifications.

Railroads of Britain Reduce Yearly 
Expenses by £2,000,000 
London,—The railway companies in 
Great Britain have secured a remark- 
able bargain from the rating authori- 
ties. Pleading serious loss of rev- 
enue they persuaded the National 
Union county assessment committee 
to make large reductions in the sums 
demanded from them for taxes. 
Every parish through which a rail- 
road passes levies tax rates upon the 
company on the basis of the assess- 
ment, which is broadly determined by 
the revenue of the company. rhe 
reductions granted possibly average 
25 per cent., representing an aggre: 
gate saving to the railway companies 
of over £2,000,000 a year. 


Grain Shipments for Europe 


Fifty Million Bushels Creates New

Coursing Back Home Caterpillars And Other 
Insect Pests Destroyed 


By Use Of Airplanes 


——ee 


| Yet another field of service has 
beon found for the aeroplane and one 
that has already been essayed with 
marked success. Recent experimenis 
in Ohio have shown it to be possible 
for caterpillars and other pests that 
wreak havoc in orchards and forests 
to be exterminated by a bombard- 
ment with chemicals from the alr 
After a six-acre catalpa grove near 
Dayton had been stripped bare of 
leaves by caterpillars in fwo succes- 
sive seasons and signs of a third year 
devastation had become apparent, 
some imaginative member of the Ohio 
Department of Agricultuie conceiy- 
ed the idea of destroying the pests by 
means of a poisonous substance rain- 
ed from the air. The assistance of 
the United States army air service 
was enlisted and it detailed “Lieuten- 
ant John McCready, holder of the 
world record for high altittde, to 
carry out the scheme. Flying low 
and carrying a sifter charged with 600 
pounds of arsenate of lead, the avia- 
tor manaeuvred his craft along the 
windward side of the grove until he 
had literally drenched the whole plan- 
tation with the poison. Next morn- 
ing millions of dead caterpillars were 
found on the ground. 

Incidentally, the catalpa trees also 
died. But it was not the chemical 
that killed them. It was just a case 
of calling in the doctor after it was 
too late to save the patient. The 
trees had been so weakened by the 
three successive caterpillar assaulis 
that they died of exhaustion. It is 
the belief of the foresters that earlier 
use of the polson would have saved 
the entire grove. Faith in this air- 
plane treatment was, in fact, so 
firmly established that it is to be ap- 
plied to another catalpa plantation 
néar Troy, Ohio. 

The United States Department of 
Agriculture has now become inier- 
seted in this method of fighting for- 
est pests. Experiments in treatment 
of trees by airplane operators are to 
be made. Captain Robert E. Kin- 
lock has been ordered to operate in 
New England. From a base at Con- 
cord, New Hampshire, he will fly 
over forests of Gunstock Mountain 
in Belknap County. In this expert- 
ment poison gas, instead of lead ar- 
senate, will be tried. “Bombs contain 
ing a recently evolved gas, harmless 
to human beings and to vegetation 


| but deadly to tree pests, will be drop 


| ped over a wide area until the forests 


are thoroughly saturated with it 
Comparison of results in this s 
with those obtained in Ohio wiil be 
made and the relative merits of the 
; two treatments will be established. 

| The ravages of insects in orchards 
and in forests have been so alarming 
|in recent years that the results of 
ithese experiments will be awalted 
with keen interest. If successful, the 
} treatment will open a new field for 
airplane activity that may be of in- 
calculable value.—St. Thomas Times- 
Journal. 


Fire Prevention Day 
| Co-operation of All is Sought by 


Government Proclamation 
Because of the great loss of life and 
property by fire during the past de- 
cade, the Government, by proclama- 
tion, is calling upon all citizens to ex 
ercise special care and to observe Oc 

tober 9 as Fire Prevention Day. 
According to the proclamation, citi- 
zens will be required to inspect their 
dwellings and remove all conditions 
likely to cause fire. Inspection is 


also applied to factories, public 
buildings, hospitals, and. other in 
stitutions. The proclamation recom. 


mends fire drills in schoola and all 
large stores and factories. Special 
instruction is recommended to be 
given by school teachers, municipal 
officers,and boy scouts. 

In the bush, operators of lumber 
camps, settlers and hunters will be 
[eatre to acquaint themselves with 
the regulations governing the pre- 
vention of fire, There is also a 
recommendation that all legislation 
and regulations dealing with fire 
prevention be given proper publicity.
